Edward Stenerson, 75, a resident 
of Fox river near Channel lake on 
Rte. 173, was released from Victory 
Memorial hospital Sunday after 
having recovered from gunshot 
wounds inflicted by his wife, Min- 
nie, who ended her life by drown- 
ing Friday. 

Mrs. Stenerson apparently be- 
came demented, fearing their mar- 
riage would be broken up by the 
burden of care of Mr. Stenerson's 
brother, Al. 

After bidding her husband good- 
bye when he started back to work 
as a salesman for the Sexauer Real 
Estate agency Mrs. Stenerson ap- 
peared in the doorway, a revolver 
in hand, and fired at him. The bullet 
struck his arm. 

He said he lunged for the gun and 
the second shot struck him in the 
chin. He then got in his car and 
drove into Antioch, going to the 
King drug store where he collapsed 
after telling the druggist "My wife 
just shot me. Hurry back, I think 
she is going to drown herself." 

Mrs. Stenerson's body was found 
lodged under the pier back of their 
home in seven feet of water. A note 
tied to her clothes indicated she 
feared her marriage would be bro- 
ken up as' the result of the hus- 
band's brother whom she feared 
would move in with them. 

Ihe Stenersons moved to this 
community seven years ago from 
Chicago where he operated a ta- 
vern. 

Mr. Stenerson was taken by the 
Antioch Rescue squad to Victory 
Memorial hospital where it was 
said his jaw was fractured. 

The body of Mrs. Stenerson was 
taken to Chicago for burial by a 
son. 

A jury was sworn in by the 
coroner but no inquest will be held 
until later.

Referendum Asked on 
Site of Proposed New 
Kenosha County School 



Most recent move in the tangled 
Wilmot high school situation came 
Friday, May 26, when a petition 
signed by 225 voters of the Wilmot 
High School district was submitted 
to school board clerk Alfred Oet- 
ting. 

The petition asked that voters of 
the district be given an opportunity 
to vote 'yes" or "no" on the question 
of purchasing a 50 rod square tract 
of land for a new high school site 
at a cost of $10,937.50. The land in 
question lies in the township of 
Salem on the southwest corner of 
Hwy. 50 and County Trunk F, The 
referendum on the matter would 
come up at the anual district meet- 
ing to. be held June 26. ■ 

The petition was delivered to the 
clerk by Peter Di Cello, president of 
Central High School association, 
the group that has been fighting 
for a morej.centrally located high 
school in the present Wilmot dis- 
trict, which comprises all of Keno- 
sha county west of Hwy. 41. 

Action on the petition at the an- 
nual meeting is mandatory, the 
Central group states. If put to a 
vote, it will mark the third time 
the Wilmot high school situation has 
been put to a vote. 

Aug. 30, 1949, the district voted 
for a $600,000 addition to the pres- 
ent school and against a $900,000 
new school. - However, this election 
was ruled illegal a short time later 
by the attorney general's office. 

Last February the district voted 
down a $350,000 addition to the 
present high school in a special 
meeting of the school district. 

The Central group, backers of 
the present proposal, claim "a new 
school could be constructed at the 
Brass Ball corner location for ap- 
proximately $750,000. It would in- 
clude a gym, auditorium, kitchen, 
manual arts, shop, agricultural plot, 
and a lighted athletic field. 

Opposition to this plan is center- 
ed in the Citizen's committee of 
Wilmot, who are expected to .pro- 
duce a counter measure at the an- 
nual school district meeting June 
26.

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Economic Highlights 

One of the most compelling essays on the im 
portance of the Navy to the national security appeared 
in the March issue of U. S. Naval Institute Proceed 
ings. Written by Captain Ernest M. Eller, U. S. N., 
and titled "Will We Need a Navy to Win?" it has 
been given the Institute's annual prize award. 

Captain Eller deals generally with the influ- 
ence of seapower on the course of our history. It has, 
as every schoolboy knows, been a decisive influence. 
And yet, he cogently observes, "Although the sea Is 
the very tide of her life, America has never believed 
in it." The American roots are in the land. Few of 
us have any first-hand knowledge of the fighting 
Navy — in the last war three fourths of all those in 
the armed services wore Army or Air Force uniforms, 
and their loyalties, like their knowledge, lies with 
these arms. "Do not talk to them about the Navy 
winning wars," says Captain Eller. And here, he 
thinks, is one of the reasons why so many now be- 
lieve that the Navy's day has come to its twilight, and 
that other weapons, primarily landbased aircraft, are 
about all we need. 

Captain Eller, of course, docs not believe this. 
He — like so many other experts, both within and with- 
out the Naval service — is certain that the role of the 
Navy in any future conflict will be all-important and 
that, especially, Naval carrier based aircraft will car- 
ry much of the load. And her he writes: "If we are 
to suffer another war in the near future, it is in the 
air that we must defend ourselves first of all, and 
by the air that wo must strike the early blows. Such 
being true, we must realize that the solid earth be- 
longing to the United States under this air, and 
therfore assuring us fixed bases for air protection, 
amounts to no more than two per cent of the area 
of the world . . . 

"Contrasted to this, consider that if we control 



the sea we control not two per cent but 70 per cent 
of the surface. of the world! On the water we Increase 
our potential air base locations more than 30 fold, 
provided' we deny the oceans to the enemy and main- 
tain suficlent floating fields of our own. We likewise 
insure that many other land areas otherwise denied 
us will serve our purposes and not those of the ene- 
my." 

Finally, Captain Eller argues, the American 
public has accepted a progressive reduction of its 
Navy below a minimum safe level because it does 
not sec tiic need for it. We have, In other words, ac- 
tively or passively accepted the Idea tihat a "cheap" 
war is possible, and that a first-class Navy, with all 
lt3 vast complexities and costs, is on unnecessary 
luxury. If Captain Eller is right, this is one of the 
most dangerous of delusions, and it must be jettisoned. 
For, he writes at the very end of his fine essay, "In 
this age of winged sea power, oven more than in the 
past, victory or defeat may come out of the sea,"

hear about the proposed socialization of medicine. But 
we are already well on the road to socializing the 
power of industry in this country. Tax free power 
plants are built with taxes, to compete with tax-pay- 
ing power companies. Part of the costs are often allo- 
cated for some high sounding purposes, the benefits 
of which usually fail to materialize." 

WALDOBORO, MAINE, PRESS: "The boys up 
in Washington are jumping around like grasshoppers 
on a hot stove, regarding a policy on China, Russia, 
India, etc., and can't seem to agree on one for any 
of them. However, when they start getting dizzy, 
they can always take time out and get in agreement 
on one thing and that is to spend more money, and 
create more Bureaus." 

CLAYTON, ALABAMA, RECORD: "Until the 
American people 'realize how costly it is for the gov- 
ernment to do things, and begin to refuse the largess, 
subsidy, etc., offered by the Government, we cannot 
expect much reduction in government expenses." 

ARCADIA, LA., BIENVILLE DEMOCRAT: 
"Most of us in the older generation — but not so very 
old, at that — can remember when neighbors came 
from miles around to see the first bulb turned on and 
marvel at the light it gave, hanging there at the end 
of the cord from the center of the ceiling. Farm life 
has become lighter in more ways than one since the 
private utilities and the co-ops started extending their 
lines down the rural roads and across .the fields to the 
farm home." 

HARTLEY, IOWA, SENTINEL: "Beware of any 
scheme that advocates additional Federal control, in- 
creased spending and increased taxes. We in the 
United States have taken our freedom for granted, 
but must do so no longer. There are many who under 
the guise of "Security for All" would take it away 
forever."

Oil, Qai Posslblliflis 
In Four States Reported 

LEXINGTON. KY. — Dr. Willard 
Rouse Jillson, head of the depart- 
ment of geology of Transylvania 
college here, sees varying possibil- 
■ Hies of large-scale production of 
oil and gas from deep-well opera- 
tions . throughout four states in 
which he conducted a geologic 
if reconnaissance. 

In a recent pamphlet, "Geologic 
3- Reconnaissance Through Kentucky, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and New York," 
Dr. Jillson summarized his find- 
ings and opinions on the production! 
potential of the areas visited. 

Dr. Jillson covered some 2,200 
miles and engaged in ficldwork 
during the summer of last year. 
In his survey ha studied only deep 
' wells, those being drilled and those 
completed, and examined and 
■amplcd many types of oil sands 
■ at their formational outcrops. The 
entire areas between Lexington, 
* Ky., and Alexandria Bay, N. Y., 
was covered by the geologist. Dr. 
Jillson also visited a number of 
outstanding geologists In the area 
and obtained their views in rela- 
tion to. localized deep drilling em- 
braced by the reconnaissance. 

Of the production potential from 
deep well operations in Kentucky, 
Dr. Jillson noted but one field in 
which there is any extensive deep 
and successful drilling. This, he 
wrote, Is in csntrel-eastero Ken* 
tuckj eo tnt Powell-Estill county

The story of food distribution in 
the United States, showing Chicago 
as the food processing center of 
the nation, will be depicted this 
summer at the Chicago Fair of 1950 
in a National Food Exhibit, newest 
feature added to the mile-long ex- 
position opening on the city's lake- 
front June 24. 

Crosby Kelly, executive manager 
of the Fair, said that 55 leading no 
tlonal brands and food products 
will be represented In the exhibit, 
which is sponsored by the National 
Food Stores. 

Central attraction of the exhibit 
to be situated just south of the 
Fair's main 23rd Street entrance, 
will be a gigantic electric map of 
the United States which will project , 
leading food products from each of Opositlon 
the 48 states and Hawaii. 

The mop, 75 feet long and 15 feet 
nigh, will cover the entire rear wall 
of a modern, Hollywood type, 
building. Neon lights will reach 
across the map to the various 
sources of product and will tie In 
each state to Chicago, the food cen- 
ter, which will be designated in the 
form of a huge compass with the 
city's skyline illuminated In Its cen- 
ter.

State Library to Lend 
Books Through Antioch 
Township Library Now 

Springfield, ill. Ninety-two public 
libraries in Illinois are prepared to 
provide additional vacation time 
reading for boys and girls up to 18 
years of age as a result of special 
loans of book collections from the 
Illinois State Library, Secretary of 
State Edward J. Barrett, state H 
brarian, said today. 

The size of the collections varies 
from 10 or 12 books in some in- 
stances to as many as 1,200 in 
others, Mr. Barrett said. The ma- 
jority of requests are for between 
300 and 500 books, and have been 
received from all sections of the 
state. 

An offer of the loan of a collec- 
tion based on three books" per child 
up to 16 years of age was extended 
to libraries early this year, Mr. Bar- 
rett said.
